code means for identifying contents of the packet exchanges , the contents 
including parameters indicating reguest for the network connection and 
acknowledgement of the request : and 

code means for generating the XML document using the contents of the 
packet exchanges wherein the parameters are used as elements In 
fo rmatting the XMl document

8. (Currently amended) The computer program product of Claim [[7]] 6 
wherein the packet exchanges are fed through a program to generate the 
XML document. 

9. (Original) The computer program product of Claim 8 wherein the XML 
document is generated based on the network protocol in use. 

10. (Original) The computer program product of Claim 9 wherein the XML 
document is validated using an XML schema. 
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11. (Currently amended) An apparatus for generating an extensible Markup 
Language (XML) XML document to represent network protocol connection 
setup between two computers pack e t e xchang e s comprising: 

means for capturing data packet exchanges between two computers 
initiating a network connection; 

means for identifying contents of the packet exchanges , the contents 
including parameters indicating request for the network connection and 
acknowledgement of the request : and 

means for generating the XML document using the contents of the packet 
exchanges wherein the parameters are u sed as elemen ts in formatting the 

XML document .

13. (Currently amended) The apparatus of Claim +3 H wherein the packet 
exchanges are fed through a program to generate the XML document. 

14. (Original) The apparatus of Claim 13 wherein the XML document Is 
generated based on the network protocol in use. 

15. (Original) The apparatus of Claim 14 wherein the XML document is 
validated using an XML schema. 

16. (Currently amended) A computer system for generating an extensible 
Markup Language (XML) XMt document to represent network protocol 
connection setup between two computers pack e t exchanges comprising:

23. (New) The apparatus of Claim 1 1 wherein the packet exchanges between 
the two computers include parameters indicating request for closing the 
network connection and acknowledgment of the request for closing the 
network connection. 



24. (New) The computer system of Claim 16 wherein the packet exchanges 
between the two computers include parameters indicating request for 
closing the network connection and acknowledgment of the request for 
closing the network connection. 
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
